Mcfl:s. de Baffewits and de 
Heſpen continue bere with the Duke, but feveral 
others of his Attendants ate preparing to return to 
Holftcin, and among them Brigadier Rantzau. 
Lisbon, June 1. Advices are received here of 
Cardinal d’Acunha’s being fet out from Rome in 
order to return bome to this Kingdom by Way of 
France and Spain. His Eminency’s Prefence is 
much wanted here, by reaſon of a great Number 
of Tryale depending in the Court of Inquifition, of 
which he is iſitor 3 and "tis faid that a Grand 
Auto de Fé is to be held here in September next.
